We are members of the F. T. D. (Florists’ Telegraph Delivery) and are prepared to 
forward fresh cut flowers by telegraph to any city, town or hamlet in this country, 
and in fact, to any part of the world. Our customers Gan feel assured, that in their 
transactions with this new department, they will receive the same high class service 
and obtain the same superior values for their money that prevail.in the other branches 
of our business. 

HOW TO ORDER: If it is desired to have flowers delivered to a relative or friend 
living in a distant city or foreign country, all that is necessary is to send us the order 
with the amount that the purchaser wishes to expend. (Customers having charge 
accounts with us may telegraph their orders and have them charged.) In turn, we 
will transmit the order, either by telegraph or by mail if the time permits, to our 
duly accredited representative in the town or vicinity in which the relative or friend 
is located. There is no charge for this service, other than the cost of telegraphing, 
which will be deducted from the amount remitted. For example: If we receive an 
order for cut flowers to the value of $10.00 and the cost of telegraphing the order to the 
place of its delivery amounts to $1.00, this sum would be deducted and flowers to the 
value of $9.00 would be delivered.

The varieties marked * 
are especially good for that purpose. 


To aid in making selections of varieties for continuity of bloom, etc., we have indicated their relative time of flowering by the letters E, F, G, H and I 
The H’s being the earliest to bloom. The height is also given, but may vary. The bulbs should be spaced about 5 inches apart and base of the bulbs should

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OWERING COTTAGE TULIPS 


7 Cottage Tulips are so-called because many of them were found growing in the old cottage gardens of England, Scotland, Ireland and France where they 
had been established for 50 years or more. All are very beautiful, presenting a great variety in form and coloring, and having none of the stiffness of other 
tulips. For cutting they are greatly prized on account of their long stems and graceful habit. Being extremely hardy they are specially adapted for hardy 


flower borders, where they should be planted in large clumps and masses. 
flowering is indicated by the letters E, F, G, H and I. Those marked E being the earliest. 


To aid in making selections for continuity of bloom, etc., the relative time of 
Those marked I are the latest to bloom. The normal height 


is also given in inches. In planting the bulbs should be placed 5 inches apart and the bottom of the bulb should be 6 to 7 inches below the surface in light 
soils and 5 to 6 inches deep in heavy soils. If planted too shallow some may come blind. The varieties marked * are especially good for winter flowering 


and forcing.

Old Dutch Breeder Tulips may also be successfully flowered in pots 
or pans of soil or fibre in the house in winter if not brought in from the 
cold frame or out-door plunge before the middle of January and then 
grown on cool and slowly in a temperature of about 60°. The early 
flowering ones—those marked F and G—will then flower in February 
and March—the later ones requiring a little more time. Too much 
heat is apt to cause them to grow spindling and inferior.

As cut flowers Narcissus are especially useful, being of lasting quality and vasing beauti- 
fully. The bulbs may be left undisturbed for several years on good loamy soils. The depth to plant varies according to the size of the bulbs—a covering of 
2 to 3 inches of soil is about the average—a good rule is to cover the bulb one and a half times its own diameter. On light sandy soils plant deeper than on 
heavy soils. The distance apart should be 3 to 6 inches, according to size. Narcissus and Daffodils are also flowered in the greenhouse or window in pots, 
pans and flats of soil.
